_ Terrible Conditions in Poland, 


[FROM OUR. CORRESPONDENT. ] PETROGRAD, 


M. Farbstein, the President of the Polish Zionist Organisation, has com- { 


municated a most heartrending account of the ever increasing sufferings of the 
Jewish population in Poland. According to him, some 70,000 elderly boys and 
girls are employed at Warsaw in begging for food. The daughters of some of the 
best families have been forced to lead an immoral life forthe purpose of obtaining 
food for their parents at the German barracks. The very old and very young are 


- fast disappearing altogether. Through lack of food many have become crippled. 


It is no rare occurrence for mothers to carry in their arms children who had 
reached the age of five, and who are still unable to walk on account of the 
weakness of their bones, Parents who had five or six children are mostly left 
with two, the others having died from lack of food and epidemics. When a child 
dies from an infectious disease the parents try to conceal the body for many days 
in order to retain the bread allowance of the deceased, and as a result the disease 
spreads. | | 

Thousands of families who were once well to do sold. nearly all 
their belongings in order to avoid appealing to charity. Some have no clothes 
and boots left, and are, therefore, confined to rooms practically unfurnished. The 


~ life of an average family in one room ‘stripped of all comforts is heartrending. 


The Jewish middle class has.all but disappeared, and even those who possessed 
as much as 50,000 to 60.000 roubles before the war are now supported by charit- 
able institutions ; 220,000 Jews require help at Warsaw, and for the million needy | 


Jews in Poland and Lithuania at least nine million roubles per month are necessary.

NEW HONORARY OFFICERS. 


A meeting of the Council was held on Tuesday at Jews’ College, Mr. 
A. M. WooLFP, Vice-President, presided. 


A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. Robert Waley Cohen on the death 


of his mother, Mrs. N. L. Cohen. 


A vote of congratulation was passed to Mr. L. B, Franklin on his receiving 
the Order of the British Empire. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the election of Major Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., 
O.B.E., as President, said that he had donea great deal, although quietly, for 
the Community during the war and was willing to. devote his time and efforts to 
the Community as a whole. The motion was carried unanimously. 

Major LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD thereupon took the chair. He thanked } 
he Council for the honour conferred upon him, the greatest to be con- 
ferred by the Jewish Community upon one of its members. With the help 
of the Council, he said, he would do his best to cafry on the traditions of 
those who had occupied the position before. He hoped and trusted that they 
would help him to carry on the work in the manner that his late father and uncle 
would have liked it carried on. 


The CHAIRMAN moved the election of Mr. Robert Waley. Cohen as an Elder 
and a’ Vice-President. 


Mr. L. B. FRANKLIN, J.P., in seconding the motion, said that as one of 


the after effects of the war the steady flow of immigrants, who had done so much 


to keep Judaism alive in this country, might~be stopped or considerably 


_ diminished. The Community might also lose some of its members, who would | 


probably leave this country to go to a home of their own. It, had already lost in 
the war a number of young men who in due course’ would have been valuable 
workers. It would, therefore, be a great advantage to have the services of such 


aman as Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, who had already done much good work, and 


who, it might interest the Council to know, was the only wey at Clifton College 
of his time who studied Talmud and Gemarra. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. LEONARD B. FRANKLIN, 


Mr. L. B. FRANKLIN then made a detailed statement on the work of the Burial 
Society since he took office as Treasurer in 1898. .In that year it owed £2,000 ; 
it had siuce paid over £14,000 to the United Synagogue, expended over £45. 000, 
and hada balance of over £8,000 in hand. Referring to his intention to resign, he 
mentioned that he would be’ pleased to give the benefit of his experience to who- 
ever followed him in the office of Treasurer of the Burial oer 

Mr. Franklin thereupon left the meeting... 

The conning letter from. Mr. Franklin was read: 

31, Throgmorton Street, 
To the Vice-President of the United Synagogue. 

- DEAR Sir,—Will you kindly inform the ‘Council of the United Synagogue at their 
next meeting that I feel-compelled to resign all the offices I now hold, and thank them 
for the confidence and help given me which has enabled me to serve the United Syna- 
gogue for the last nineteen years. As. my colleague, Major Sir Herbert Cohen, is 
unable to attend to the work of the Burial Society by reason of his military duties, I 
will continue to hold office, should it’be desired, until the Council have the opportunity 
of electing my successor, and will help to prepare and present the reports of the Burial. 
Society and Associate Synagogue Committee, and will, should it be desired, continue to 
help in the work of the Burial Society until my successor feels he can act by himself, 
but this would only be in an informal capacity without office. : 

My reason for resigning is one of principle. I hold that the office of Treasurer of the 
Burial Society with its many duties, dealing as it does with alf kinds and conditions of 
men and women,.not connected with the United Synagogue, also with other institutions 
having the same objects as ourselves, and public and Government Officials, is a good 
training for those to whom should be entrusted-the higher offices, to conduct the affairs 
of the United Synagogue. I hold, too, that those who have served as hon. officers for 
the !ongest time should. have the offer of the higher offices, and feel that unless this is 
done, it will be difficult to fill the troublesome and junior offices. 

This is no personal question. I have stood aside when the post of treasurer was 


vacant, and Mr. Robert Waley Cohen was elected, and again when the late Major.Evelyn . 


de Rothschild was made Vice-President; but I feel that if I stood aside without protest 
now, !I should be sacrificing a principle that would be detrimental to. the Council and 
discourage. the rank and file from giving service. 
Regretting that I have to sever my active connection with an institution that my 
family helped to. found, and to which they and I have been deeply attached.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH | 
CAPT. THE HON. -GORE,.M.P. 


“VENTS have moved rapidly since His Majesty's Government made 
- its famous “ Declaration ’ on a Jewish National Home in Palestine, 
and the question ‘is becoming recognised as a British National as 


much asa Jewish National one. Our representative recently had 


the opportunity of interviewing Capt. the Hon. William Ormsby-Gore, M.P., 


at the House of Commons, on the subject. Capt. Ormsby-Gore has made 


a special study of the question in Egypt and Palestine, and he, therefore, 


speaks with some authority on matters arising out of the Declaration. 
“Tt means,” saidthe Captain, “that the British Government recognises 
he Jewish national movement as a national movement; and for any 


national movement to have solid foundations it is essential that there 


should be a focus, and this focus is directed especially towards Palestine 
rather than to any other spot on the surface of the ie 


NOT A ‘HOME FOR ALL JEWS 


| “The reasons for my accepting Zionism as a alli: of thé Jewish 
problem are: Firstly, because the Biblé continually points to Palestine as 
Israel's most permanent habitation; and, secondly, because local conditions 
in Palestine demand it. 

“Tt is an absurd idea to think that Palestine will be the ‘ Home of all 
the Jews,’ or that the majority of Jews will regard themselves as Palestinians. 
But if the Jewish people, as a nation, is going to grow, it must and will 


have its source in the great records of Jewish culture, and revive that 
‘culture in its ancient home. 


 [T should like to say a word about Palestine iteelf. Zionism, as I under: 
stand it, is only practicable if such political conditions are created in Pales- 


tine at the end of the war as will prevent a return of German or Turkish — 
domination. 


The experience of the last few years has shown that that 
type of free development and culture, which Zionism is capable of pro- 


” ducing, cannot flourish under a reactionary or tyrannical alien rule. 


The burdensome difficulties under which Jewish colonisation, struggling 
before the war, laboured beneath the bad system of taxation and govern- 
ment, are, to my mind, a complete evidence that true Zionism can only be 


_ realised under the friendly auspices of liberty-loving nations, such as the 
-—Entente nations comprise, and could never be realised under German or 


Turkish auspices.’ 
‘THE JEWS AND THE ARABS.

“And let them make me a sanctuary, that I may dwell amovg them."—Ewvodus xxv., 8, 

Thus the commandment went forth in the wilderness of old. The 
great principles of the moral law had been proclaimed from Sinai; some 
of the main civil and social laws had been communicated to Moses.

JEWISH COMMISSION FOR PALESTINE. 
THE PERSONNEL, | 


As first announced by the Jewish World on January 23rd and in the JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE of January 25th, the Government have arranged for a Commission 
to proceed to Palestine, of which Dr. Ch. Weizmann is to be the head. An official 
statement to the same effect was made on Monday evening as follows: 


The Government have authorised the Zionist Organisation to appoint a 
Commission to investigate present conditions of the Jewish colonies in Palestine, 
Among its objects will be the repatriation of the Jewish inhabitants who have been 
compelled by the enemy to leave Palestine, the organisation of relief work, and 
the'reopening of Jewish institutions in the Holy Land, which have been. closed 
owing to enemy action, and to restore the damage which the enemy has inflicted 
on the Jewish colonies, The Commission will leave for Palestine at an early date, 
and will consist of representative Zionists, under the chairmanship of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, President of the English Zionist Federation. 


In addition to Dr. Weizmann, we understand that Messrs. Joseph Cowen, Israel 
Sieff, and either Mr. H. Sacher or Mr. Leon Simon will be Commissioners from

PALESTINE AND BRITISH POLICY. 


~The Manchester Guardian of Friday last contained a leading article on. 
Palestine and the East, in the course of which it pleaded that there is still among 


English people an insufficient appreciation of the greatness of the issues that are 
being decided in Palestine, 


Palestine [it continued}. is to Asia what Serbia is to Europe—the one the bridge ‘head 
between Europe and Asia, the other between. Asia and Africd. The niain polit. cal 
object of Germany in this war is the projection of her influence across the Dardanelles, 
to the Persian Guif, She aspires to the creation of a Germanic Empire or Confedera- 
tion uniting the new Germany with the ancient Byzantine Empire, At last, after long 
delay, our alternative policy to this grandiose scheme of conquest has been outlined. 
It aims at reviving two ancient civilisations, the Arab and the Jewish, and giving them. 
a worthy territorial frame. It is not part of our policy (as it is of Germany's ambitions) 
to impose our culture on these regions, still less to develop them’ in the 
interest of our Imperialism. We are. content, and should. prefer, to act 
as. the executors of an international will alike in Mesopotamia and in 
Palestine-—-the will to freedom, to peaceful and. unaggressive development 
of a great’ and sadly neglected estate, to a. manifold diversity of political 
progress. If these ideals fit in with our hopes for the future of India, that is not a sign 


_cf selfishness, but a testimony to the genui inely liberal and defensive character of our 


aims in Asia. Our new policy in Asia, by reviving the political civilisation of the Arab, 
by bringing toa close the long exile of the Jewish “people from nationhood, and opening 
up a new vista of hope for Persia, may justly claim to be continuing our championship 


of liberty, law, and the rights of small nationalities in Europe. In. some ways 


our advocacy of these causes in Asia has an even ‘greater efficacy, sO many are whe,

These hopes, 
to which the Foreign Office of Rome clung for a century, were not to be realised. The 
quarrel between Rome and Jewry paved the way for the Arabian political ascendancy, 
and the downfall ot the Arabs before the Mongol hordes for the Turkish military 
despotism. To these motives there succeeded those of the Crusades, mixed blend of 


‘baronial ambitions, commercial enterprise, and religious fanaticism. And now our 
task is to make of all this historical polyphony a simple song of justice and patient work- | 


ing of the gifts of bounteous nature.. There are some who take.a small and even mean 
view of these things. Why, even this country has never played on so vast a stage, great. 
as its parts in past history have been, The echoes of the ‘history of all time are in the 
ears of our armies in Palestine and Mesopotamia. 


If we rise to the height of our opportunities (declared the Manches ter

when it comes to an attempt to justify pogroms against them, and that is the pivot 
of the whole piece. On the contrary, all that is possible is put forward as excuse 
for an onslaught on Jews. 

It is true that the excuse re-acts upon the ideals of the faith to which the 
Jew's persecutors pay lip-service. But especially in days such as these, those 
finer ideas are not so readily evoked in an audience drawn from a public that is 
saturated by War in the brutal aspects of life and being, and the relations between 
man and man which War induces. And when that audience is told that Jews are 
usurers sucking the blood of peasants and purveyors of liquor who batten upon 
their instincts of animalism, it does not wait to think that they are the people that 
produced the founder of Christianity, or the prophets and psalmists before him, 
or that they are a people to whom the world owes so much in religion and in 
morals, It simply sees the victimised peasants on the one hand, and the Jew- 
harpy on the other, and hears the absurdly mild and ridiculously inadequate 
defence of the Jew which “ Benedict James” puts into the mouth of the Rabbi. 
It therefore quite naturally says: ‘‘ Serve the Jews right! "which is, distinctly, 
hardly a desirable sentiment for the stage to arouse at this moment of all others. 

But of course the object of the play is far other. It is to show the failure of 
religion to perform its chief and most advertised purpose, that of drawing mankind 
together in bonds of love and harmony. It shows, on the contrary, the effect of 
religion in creating enmity, malice, and all uncharitableness in its devotees, 
inflicting unhappiness, misery, mental torture, darkness instead of light of the 
soul, This, to be sure, is no new theme; nor is the proposition in any sense, as 
put, tenable. Because surely the results of religious faith thus depicted are not 
otherwise than due in every case to. a misconception of religion and a prostitution 
of faith, Further: eliminate religion and leave men with no faith. Who 
supposes that kindliness and the ideas of humanitv would reign supreme over all 


the earth? . 


Although the play has many blemishes of representation—as for instance 
making a Barmitzvah in Russian Jewry declaim a silly speech that would 
discredit a North London celebration, or the Rabbi a patient  self-sacrificing 


Christian Martyr who kisses a woman not kin to him—it is more than redeemed |
